all Difficulties 1 have ever known ſtarted about it, I have 
dropp'd Solutions in my paſſage hitherto. Two only re- 
main but little touched; The one is, How could: the Son 
in the Deity be united to the humane Nature without the 
other Two who are One with him? I anſwer, He was not 
United, as ſeparate from the other Two; and yet as being 
really diſtinct from Them. And if it may give any Light 
or Help in this Matter, let it be conſider' d, that & Senti- 
ment, or Principle lodged in my Breaſt may come thence 
to be lodged in another Man's, tho I my ſelf be at a di- 
Nance from him. But as to ſay how this is, is beyond the 
Ken of Mortals, ſo to Know that it is, is ſufficient for their 
Uſe and Benefit. Another Difficulty here is, How. could 
the Divine and Humane Nature in CHRISH be United, ſo 
as to be couch'd under the ſame [I] or [He] ? I anſwer 
by the Divine Efficience and Decree. The Unity is 
ſuch that the ſame I or He. includes both the Natures; 
and that what is done oy either is accounted. as done by 
the Whole [He or I]: It is thus you know in the UNIT 
betwixt Our Souls and Bodies: And it would be {aid 
without due Thought, if it ſhould be ſaid at all, That 
Nothing was then done really by the Som in the Deity or 
ſuffer d; but every Thing was only reputatively./o : Eor 
did not the Son in the Deity do a great thing in taking 
into ſuch Unity with himſelf an humane Soul and Body 
And did he not bear and ſuffer a great thing to let this 
humane Soul and Body be ſeperated by Death? And did he 
not bear and ſuffer a great thing to let this humane Soul and 
Body, in ſuch cloſe Unity with Him, be ſo macerated, abus'd 
and crucity'd by way of Atonement for the Sins of the World:?
